U.S. Report Announces Decrease of 
a Improvement’

Association Official 
Testifies in Ouster

A private contractor who 
was said to have employed two 
school board electricians to re- 
wire Dr. James J. McCaffery’s 
son’s home, did not list the 
men as employes on a required 
report, it was testified today. 

The testimony was given in 
Circuit Judge David J. Mur- 
phy’s court in a suit by two 
school board members to oust 
Dr. McCaffery from the Board 
of Education. It apparently was 
intended to refute defense con- 
tentions that the electricians 
were employed for the job by 
Burgdorfer Electrical Contract- 
ing Co., Inc. 

Russell E. Vierheller, secre- 
tary-manager of the St. Louis 
Chapter of the National Assoc- 


ation of Electrical Contractors, 

said the names of William H. 
Williams and Leo F. Dougher- 
ty, school board electricians 
who virtually re-wired the 
home at 6117 McPherson ave- 
nue, were not on Burgdorfer’s 
required report for May. 

School board president Dr. 
McCaffery. who is charged with 
gross misconduct in allegedly 
using board electricians and 
materials in refurbishing the 
home, has said that he paid 
Burgdorfer $354 for the job 
and the contracting firm paid 
Williams .and Dougherty for 
their work. 

Reports Are Required. 

Vierheller told the court that 
all electrical contractors are 
required by a collective bar- 
gaining agreement with the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers Union to 
file monthly reports with the 
association, naming their é¢m- 
ployes, the number of hours | 
worked and the amount earned’ 
by each. The purpose of this is 
to pro-rate contributions to the 
union’s health an@& welfare 
funds. 

The Burgdorfer firm, Vier- 
heller added, has not yet filed 
a supplemental report with the 
association indicating any mis- 
take was made in the original 
report in not listing Williams 
and Dougherty 

Dr. McCaffery has told the 
Post-Dispatch that Williams and 
Dougherty were assigned by 
their school board superiors 
to work for Burgdorfer on his 
son’s home. 

Williams has testified he was 
paid last spring by both the 
school board and Burgdorfer 
for his work on the residence. 
He offered to return the school 
board’s paycheck to his super- 
iors, but was told it would be 
better if he gave the board 
his personal check, which he 
did. The sum was $128 

Earlier Testimony. 

Earlier today, Williams, 
under cross-examination, said 
he was working at Beaumont 
High School recently when one 
of the electrical foremen point- 
ed a shotgun at his head and 
said, “All right, this is it.” 

Previously he had testified 
that he received threats and 
was advised to “forget” that he 
worked at the McPherson ave- 
nue home. 

Williams said that at the 
time, he considered the shot- 
gun incident as a threat against 
his life. The defense brought 
out, however, that he did not 
report the incident to police. 
When asked if it was not horse- 
play, he said, “I gave them the 
benefit of the doubt.”

XII, clad in funeral robes, was 
brought to St. Peter’s basilica 
today. It will be entombed 
Sunday or Monday in the 
grottos beneath the basilica. 

A hushed silence, broken by 
the tolling of St. Peter’s bells, 
fell over a tremendous throng 
in the great piazza as the fu- 
neral hearse moved slowly up 
Via Della Conciliazione, lead- 
ing to Vatican City. 

The dead Pontiff crossed 
the border of the tiny king- 
dom of which he had been sov- 
ereign since March 2, 1939, .at 
5:45 p.m. (11:45 a.m., St. Louis 
time). 

The slow, sad procession car- 
ried the body from the Basili- 
ca of St. John Lateran, where 
Absolution was administered. 

St. [ohn’s was the Pope's 
diocesan church in his capacity 
as Bishop of Rome. 

The funeral cortege started 
from the Pontiff’s Castel Gan- 
dolfo summer residence, where 
he died yesterday.

Binge’ Prescribed, So Ex- Major 
Will Get $20,000 in Back Pay 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP). 
—A former Army major has 
been awarded about $20,000 in 
back pay on a court’s finding 
that a medical officer pre- 
scribed a “binge” 13 years ago. 
The payment was ordered yes- 
terday by the United States 
Court of Claims to former Maj. 
Morris Brown, now an automo- 
bile salesman in Los Angeles. 

Brown was in Paris in 1944 
as highway control officer. He 
‘had added duty as defense 
counsel in many court-martial 
cases. He worried about losing 
many cases. 

Overworked and upset, the 
court said, Brown went to an 
Army dispensary for help. Sed- 
atives were prescribed but did 
little good. Then, the court said, 


a medical officer told Brown in 
effect: “You're just a worry 
wart, what you really need is a 
good binge.” 

It said Brown took the ad- 
vice, although he had been on 
the wagon for three years. After 
the binge, the court said, he 
was placed in a hospital with 
a diagnosis of acute alcoholism 
and a possibility of psycho-neu- 
roticism. 

Subsequently, after a series 
of hearings Brown was relieved 
from duty ahd denied disability 
pay on the ground that a neu- 
rosis had existed prior to his 
Army service. 

The court said findings of a 
retirement board were arbitrary 
and capricious and ordered pay- 


ment of the back pay.

~ Pius XII Listed as 261st Pope; 
Some Say He Was 262nd in Line 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 10 
(AP)—The 1958 yearbook of 
the Vatican lists 261 popes. 
But some historians contend 
the late Pope Pius XII was 
the 262nd Pope. How did that 
happen? 

When he was elected Pope 
in 1939, the official Vatican 


yearbook specifically listed him 
as the 262nd Pope. But during 
the years of World War II, the 
Roman Catholic Church took 
another look at some of those 
who figured—and some who 
did not figure—in its papal 
list. 

Several were eliminated. 
Vatican sources said further 
research showed they either 
never existed or held the of- 
fice improperly and were anti- 
Popes (false claimants). 

Boniface VI, Leo VIII, and 
Sylvester III] were added to 
the list of legitimate Popes. 

The 1949 Vatican yearbook 
contained the changes and 


numbered the Pontiffs and spe- 
cifically listed _a figure before 
their names. 

Starting with 1947, it elim- 
inated the specific numbers and 
simply listed the Popes in 
chronological order. Many foot- 
notes were added to explain 
conflicts. 

“The uncertainty in some 
cases advises abandoning in 
the series of Popes their pro- 
| gressive enumeration,” the 
1947 yearbook said. 
| Eyer since, the Popes have 
/not been numbered. Readers of 
the yearbook have to count the 
| Popes on the list, one by one, 
to find out exactly how each 
| One stands. |

They point out that the United 
States monitoring system, 
which has detected many 
Soviet tests not announced by 
Moscow, was unable to detect 
all of the United States tests 
held in Operation Hardtack at 
the Pacific proving grounds 
from late April through July. 

The second cause for con- 
cern is a corollary to the first. 
Officials believe that the Soviet 
knowledge of the number of 
United States tests was derived 
by leaks or espionage. 

The concern of the United 
States officials dates back to 
a Soviet announcement on Aug. 
23 that the United States had 
detonated a total of 32 nuclear 
devices in the Pacific tests in- 
stead of the 14 officially an- 
nounced.

Sitting tempo- 
rarily with the Second Court 
of Appeals in New York City, 
the 43-year-old Judge wrote 
the decision upholding the 
criminal conviction of Miss 
Marie Torre, New York Herald- 
Tribune radio and television 
columnist, for refusing to di- 
vulge a source of information. 

Decision to Be Appealed. 

Miss Torre, 34, declined to 
mame the “CBS spokesman” 
she quoted in a column al- 
though she was told in court 
by District Judge Sylvester 
Ryan that the identity. was 
material in a $1,393,333 breach 
of contract-libel suit of singer 


‘Judy Garland against the Co- 


lumbia Broadcasting System. 
Judge Stewart's opinion was 
concurred in by Chief Judge 
Charles E. Clark, former Yale 
law dean, and Judge Carroll 
S. Hinks. 

Accepting the contention 
that compulsory disclosure of 
a reporter’s confidential 
sources may entail abridg-ment 
of press freedom under the Bill 
of Rights, Judge Stewart said: 
“We do not hesitate to conclude 
that freedom of the press too 
must give place under the Con- 
stitution to a paramount pub- 
lic interest in the fair admini- 
stration of justice.” 

This decision, so Herald- 
Tribune editor and president 
Ogden R. Reid says, will be 
appealed to the Supreme 
Court. If the newspaper and 
its writer lose there, she will 
go to jail for 10° days. Un- 
usual interest attaches to the 
case as this is the first time a 
United States Court of Appeals 
has dealt with the question of 
the protection of a reporter's 
confidential sources. 

Students of the Supreme 
Court will try to find in this 
case some clue to Justice Stew- 
art’s eventual position. For he 
may well tip the scales a good 
many times. As it jis, Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Douglas and Brennan 
often are together in split civil 
liberties rulings. In such in- 
stances the decision will follow 
their views—or on the other 
hand the views of Justices 
Frankfurter, Clark, Harlan and 
Whittaker—depending on just 
how freshman Justice Stewart 
sees the issue. 

Some Cases to Be Decided. 

If criticism arises from con- 
troversial cases then more 
criticism is in store. When the 
term opened, a batch of new 
desegregation cases were await- 
ing action, including one from 
Delaware where the State 
Board of Education is resisting 
a federal court order to de- 
segregate on a state-wide basis. 
Segregated housing is at issue 
in a New York Case, segregated 
college edueation in Louisiana 
and the legality of the National 
Association’ for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People in Vir- 
ginia.

The justices accept for ar- 
gument and decision only a 
fraction of the cases taken to 
them, In the 1957-58 term they 
wrote formal opinions in only 
152 out of the 1104 which they 
disposed of. Among those who 
think the Supreme. Court 
undertakes too much work is 
the Harvard law dean, Erwin 
N. Griswold. In a California

Futile Efforts. 

“For a good many years 
Israel has made efforts to

“For instance, we had close 
friendship with some of the

An Unusual Philosophy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


News report: “Nixon said the 
expression of opinion by people 
to their elected representatives, 
by mail or otherwise, is construc- 
tive and helpful but it can never 
be considered the factor in deter- 
mining the course of policy.” 

The Vice President was refer- 
ring to the recent flood of mail 
to the White House, most of 
which opposed the Administra- 
tion’s position of defending Que- 
moy and Matsu and of effectively 
giving Chiang Kai-shek the means 
of involving the United States in 
war. 

Fortunately, the Admirlstration 
shows recent signs of a change 
in that disaster-laden policy. And 
although Mr. Nixon denies it the 
position at home and abroad has 
had an effective share in halting 
the progress toward war. 


But the Vice President's words 
deserve more than the few para- 
graphs given them in most news- 
papers. These are daring thoughts 
for a man who aspires to the 
Presidency. 


In their full implication the 
statement is a denial of the dem- 
ocratic theory of government. He 
states that the role of the indi- 

idual citizen in government is 
ver on election night. 

But histony shows thaf a dem- 
ocratic government cannot sur- 
vive without the ever-present con- 
cern of its citizens in the daily 
workings of that government. 


In minimizing the importance 
of public opinion, Mr. Nixon adds 
to the growing sense of political 
isolation among American voters, 
a feeling reflected in the large 
percentage of people who do not 
even bother to vote. 

The feeling of having a’ sol- 
{tary voice without direct repre- 
sentation in government leads 
many people to a policy of hope- 
ful inaction and the rationaliza- 
tion that things will probably 
work out all right anyway. 

Without seeming too alarmist, 
let me point out that this spirit 
of political impotence, these feel- 
ings that things would work out 
for the best, these beliefs in the 
consistent wisdom of elected rep- 
resentatives were common expe- 
riences of the German people 
who sat like The Three Wise 
Monkeys while the democracy of 
the Weimar Republic crumbled 
and Nazi Germany became a 
nightmare reality. 


Under Secretary of State Her- 
ter admitted that Chiang Kai- 
shek had the power to involve 
us in war by a decision to bomb 
the mainland of China. 

The Vice President to the con- 
trary, that decision must ulti- 
mately rest with the people of 
the United States. 

And we must applaud those 
Americans, regardless of persua- 
sion, who have exercised the re- 
sponsibility of informing their 
elected representatives. For the 
» government cannot be more than 
an extension of the people them- 
selves. Jay Kuten

Way Out of. Atomic Folly | $xmeat 


Foreign Minister Gromyko’s outburst on 
nuclear tests cessation does nothing to help 
the current discussion in U.N. or the prospec- 
tive parley Oct. 31 at Geneva, but at least it 
does not seem to destroy hope of a fruitful 
settlement. | 

Stripped of its turgid emotionalism, its 
threats, and its tone of rather childish petu- 
lance, the Gromyko statement contains a 
kernel of sense on which we may profitably 
reflect. 

It must be irritating in the extreme to the 
Russians for the United States and Britain 
to propose a year’s cessation of tests and then 
set the starting date so far ahead that they 
will have finished by then all the tests they 
would be making for another year anyway. 

To understand how provocative these tac- 
tics must be to the Soviet Union, we have 
only to recall how provocative they are to us 
when the Russians use them in their turn. 


A little old-fashioned good faith, of the pre- 
rsychological-warfare variety, on both sides, 
would obviate the petty and bickering maneu- 
vers which seem of late to have become an 
indispensable preliminary to any exchange 
of views between our two countries. 


What Mr. Gromyko threatens is that the 
Soviet Union will resume testing and continue 
it until it has caught up to the United States. 
But it was already known that his country, 
which announced a test suspension March 
31, had resumed tests recently. About all 
the Russian Foreign Minister has added to 
that obvious fact is the violence of his 
phrasing. 

The sad truth is that for all the pious an- 
nouncements to the contrary, nobody has 
stopped testing. 


About all that has been performed is a 
series of feints and counter-feints, with little’ 
more than propaganda effect, and perhaps 
not too much of that. 


With more sound being made than sense, 
India has offered a proposal which provides 
a basis for solid action. Its resolution which 
now lies before U.N. would. have that body 
call immediately for cessation of nuclear 
weapons tests. The prestige of this declara- 
tion/ would be great. Any nation defying it 
would do so with foreknowledge of the cost 
to itself at the bar of world opinion. The 
deadlock over a date on which to stop testing 
might be broken. 


The Indian resolution goes on to propose 
that at Geneva the atomic powers make every 
effort for an early settlement of the control 
problem, and that their arrangements at 
that conference be reported to U.N. for its 
extension to cover all nations. We think 
this is a workable program. 


The whole world is deeply troubled by the 
prospects of irreparable harm from the noxi- 
ous fallout of continued uncontrolled testing 
of nuclear weapons. If there has been a 
truly global demand in our time, next only 
to that for peace itself, it is in the insistence 
of peoples everywhere that the contamination 
of the earth by nuclear fallout must stop. 

It is with this grave sense of mandate that 
the United States, the United Kingdom and 
the Soviet Union should be pursuing agree- 
ment at New York and Geneva. 


Threat to Farm Flood Control 


Levees to protect farmlands from floods 
require a great deal of money at best, and 
often must be foregone because they cannot 
be financed under any circumstances. For- 
tunate is the farmer whose local flood-protec- 
tion needs can be tied in with the water con- 
trol plans of a Federal Government concerned 
for the navigability of major waterways and 
the flood protection of population centers. A 
case before the Missouri Supreme Court 
could make it difficult if not impossible for 
local levee groups to take advantage of this 
favorable conjunction of their interests with 
the national interest. 


The Tarkio-Squaw Levee District of Holt 
County, in northwestern Missouri, has pro- 
jected 85 miles of levees affecting 70,000 
acres. It plans to put up $1,800,000 and the 
United States Army Engineers plan to use 
about $15,000,000 in federal funds. ‘Some of 
the farmers who would be taxed for mainte- 
nance have brought suit to dissolve the levee 
district on the ground that costs would ex- 
ceed local benefits—as they would if the 
federal contribution, designed for benefits 
far wider than local, were counted as part of 
the local picture. 

Circuit Judge Emmett Crouse of St. Jo- 
seph, weighing these national costs against 
the local benefits, ordered the district dis- 
solved. Many Missouri farmers, their lands 
washed by two of the mightiest and most 
rampaging rivers in the nation, will watch 
closely the Supreme Court’s review of the 
case. So will others throughout the Missouri 
Valley, whose hopes may be dashed by an 
unfavorable precedent here. 


Turning the Corner 


Spring brought the nation the paradox of 
economic slump with inflation; early fall ap- 
pears to be bringing a new paradox of recov- 
ery with unemployment. 

Recovery is spotty, but the corner is being 
turned. Retail and wholesale sales have been 
picking up ever since March. Government ex- 
penditures have continued to rise. Such “au- 
tomatic stabilizers’ as unemployment com- 
pensation have helped to sustain consumer 
spending. And manufacturing production has 
jumped 8.3 per cent since the recession hit 
bottom in April. 

Unemployment also has begun a sharp de- 
cline. Government sources now indicate that 
October may end with fewer than 4,000,000 
persons idle for the first time since the slump 
began. But even that level of joblessness 
would not be one that a healthy economy 
would countenance for long. 

The fact of the matter is that manufactur- 
ing production, though rising, is still 9 points 
under’ the last previous high of 146 reached 
in early 1957. And as Dr. Arthur Burns has 
warned, a reeovery back to the 1957 level 
will not be good enough. The economy must 
surpass that high .to create 2,000,000 new 
jobs. A nation with an expanding popula- 
tion needs an expanding economy. 

One startling figure in all this is that pro- 
ductivity, government estimates indicate, is 
climbing at an annual rate of 12 per cent. 
The normal rate is 4 per cent. Managerial 
efficiency and automation together are get- 
ting more out of men and machines. |

Since the Council 
seems to have no real power in this matter 
anyway, the Authority has a responsibility to 
follow its own best judgment and not bow to 
organized pressures. 

At least three times previously—once only 
last week—the Council had given a green 
light to the J.B. project, as it should have. 
There is a real need for low-rent housing at 
the barracks as attested to by the County 
Planning Commission, ‘which has pointed out: 
“There are several substandard housing areas 
in St. Louis county which need immediate at- 
tention, and of primary importance is the 
Jefferson Barracks area.” What could be 
clearer than that? 

Need for housing at J.B. grows out of the 
fact that something had to be done about the 
temporary housing that was set up there in 
surplus army buildings after World War II. 
In November 1952 the Council authorized the 
Housing Authority to take them over. 

The answer to Representative Curtis's ar- 
gument that the project will strain the school 
district is that the Housing Authority pays 
its way through special payments to the dis- 
trict in lieu of taxes. A pending plan to 
reorganize the district could improve the 
school situation. Meanwhile it is as unfair to 
keep the housing project out for school 
reasons as it would be to bar. any other home 
construction for those reasons. 

This area at J.B. and some 10 others in the 
county have been identified by various inde- 
pendent agencies as among the county’s sub- 
standard housing areas. They are the coun- 
ty’s slums. . Unless effective corrective action 
is taken to wipe them out, they will begin te 
overrun neighborhoods adjacent to them. The 
whole county will suffer. a needless loss of 
property and human values—needless because 
leadership and support from the Council could 
have prevented it. 


Good Things to the Yankees 


The New York Yankees have not been 
overly popular in the hinterlands, perhaps 
because of their long years of conscious su- 
periority in almost unconscious baseball. In 
the 1958 World Series, the Yanks not only 
were less popular than the rival Braves, but 
were less favored to win, especially after los- 
ing the first two games. From that low point 
the Yankees fought uphill and the Braves 
stumbled down, and the victors proved that 
“the good things which belong to prosperity 
are to be wished, but the good things that 
belong to adversity are to be admired.” It 
was Seneca, not Casey Stengel, who said that. 


Freedom for French Guinea? 


French Guinea was the only territory to 
vote for independence in the referendum for 
Premier De Gaulle’s Fifth Republic. Though 
this vote may be a small blow to French pride, 
it could produce an asset for France. 


Guinea has never been as important to 
France economically as the North African 
territories. The leaders of Guinea knew that 
independence could cut them off from valu- 
able French assistance. They did not hesi- 
tate to seek freedom, but they asked for it 
on friendly terms, and they asked for some- 
thing more. Premier Sekou Toure said Guinea 
wanted to remain “with France” and to “join 
the United Nations.” 

U.N. membership has become a valuable 
symbol of nationhood to peoples emergitg 
from colonialism. France has 12 territories 
plus Madagascar in Black Africa, and Guinea 
might in time help set a pattern for gradual 
independence that would extend, not reduce, 
French influence in international affairs. 


This implies, of course, something different 
from a policy of resisting each territorial ef- 
fort to break away from colonial status. A 
realistic policy would recognize that colonial- 
ism is dying, and a power which helps its ter- 
ritories toward a new responsibility gains new 
friends. 
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Going Nowhere, Fast or Slow 


After riding horses from Fresno, Calif., to 
New Orleans, Jim Gregory concludes that 
most Americans, particularly those in auto- 
mobiles, are all going nowhere, fast. This is 
not a new observation, but we have come to 
wonder about its relevancy, coming from a 
horseback rider.

In Lebanon, Iraq and Far East, His Fanaticism Led to Perilous Adventures

Several days ago, Samuel Lubel!l 
wrote of “the strange new mood 
that grips the American public.”

Although the Administration's 
changed attitude simply stated what 
have long been self-evident truths, 
our new position came as a shock to 
Chiang Kai-shek, who has been re- 
lying on ouf complete support. 


So here again, what happened to 
the great moral principles offered 
by the Administration a month ago’ 

The answer is that Mr. Dulles had 
talked himself into a trap and is now 
trying to extricate himself and the 
President with honor. 


As in Lebanon and Iraq, when 
principles began to collide with re- 
alities, we started looking for an ac- 
commodation with our enemies.

Viruses sometimes are trans- 
mitted from one host to an- 
other at ‘he genetic level, he 
said. As an example, he said 
that cancer can be transmitted 
from a mother to her infant 
through her milk, and leu- 
kemia virus can be transmitted 
to an unborn infant by the 
mother. 


A common reservoir for the 
rabies virus, which is fatal to 
cattle, is pigs, Dr. Shope said. 
The virus is carried latently in 
swine, apparently not affecting 
them. 

Worms are carriers of the 
virus that causes salmon poi- 
soning in dogs and lung worms 
carry the virus which causes 
influenza in swine, he said. Not 
enough is known about how 
the many types of virus survive 
between outbreaks of disease 
and “there are still great op- 
portunities for epidemiological 
sleuthing,” he said.

Many farmers feel _ that 
“what we need is really effec- 
tive controls.” As one lowa 
farmer said, “If you put up a 
fence, you don’t leave a lot of 
holes in it. Now a farmer takes 
land out of corn and he plants 
it to sorghum or wheat. You 
just shift around your sur- 
pluses. Let’s really take the 
land out of production.” 

But in the same county an- 
other farmer felt, “It wouldn't 
be a free country if a man 
came out and told me what I 
could and could not plant.” 

These conflicting comments 
define the farmers’ dilemma. 
Most farmers do not like “ 
ple telling us what to do,” but 
they also do not believe that 
farm surpluses can be elimi- 
nated without stiff production 
controls. 

New Farm Problem. 

“If you lower farm prices 
and drive some farmer off his | 
land, what happened” argued 
one Minnesota farmer.

POLAND SPRING, Maine,— 
If actual demand is used as the 
mé@asuring stick, then this 
country can build around 1,- 
200,000 new homes next year. 

This is the opinion of Walter 
C. Nelson, vice president of the 
Mortgage Bankers Association 
of.America. Addressing mem- 
bers’ of the Savings Banks 
Association of Massachusetts 
at their annual convention here, 
Nelson, of Mirneapolis, said 
the current marked upswing of 
home building can be con- 
tinued. 

“The easing of credit in the 
early part of the year revealed 
clearly that there were no 
serious maladjustments in the 
demand for real estate, wheth- 
er in the form of houses or 
avartments, shopping centers 
or .office buildings. The re- 
sponse to a greater availability 
of mortgage money for all 
these classes of property was 
immediate: and I would expect 
this. year to be one in which 
building and mortgage lend- 
ing will generally be on a de- 
cided upswing. 


“In no classification is the * a 


situation clearer than it is in 
residential building. From a 
low point in February on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, pri- 
vate. housebuilding has had a 
strong and continuous rise, 
mainly in the area affected by 
FHA insured home financirg. 
We are headed for a total of 
easily 1,050,000 new private 
nonfarm dwelling wunits— 
houses and apartments— 
started this year; and it might 
well rum higher. Next year, 
so far as potential demand is 
concerned, it could well come 
near the mark of 1,200,000. We 
have only to look at a few fac- 
tors to assure ourselves of the 
strength of the housing de- 
mand. ' 
No Inventory Problem. 
“Vacancies are low. Mort- 
gage delinquencies are low. 
Neither of these was much af- 
fected by the recession even in 
the parts of the country where 
the’ pinch was most severe. 
Housing certainly has no pro- 
blem of inventory liquidation.”

FATAL SHOOTING 


East St. Louis police con- 
tinued their investigation today 
in the fata] shooting early yes- 
terday of Arthur A. Lipe, 41- 
year-old machine operator. 

He died two hours after be- 
ing found unconscious in his 
automobile in front df the East 
St. Louis police station at 111 
North Main street. There were 
three bullet wounds in his body. 

Tests were planned of one 
.22-caliber slug which lodged 
in the mia@dle of his back. An 
autopsy showed death resulted 


from. internal bleeding caused 
by a bullet which passed 
through the right lung. The 
third wound was in the left 
side of the neck. Neither of 
these two bullets was recovered. 


The slug recovered was of 
the “.22 short” variety and 
could have been fired either 
from a rifle or pistol, police 
said. 

Tracing Lipe’s mvvements 
before the shooting, police 
found that only 25 minutes be- 
fore he apparently drove his 
machine to the front of the 
police station he had left the 
home of his estranged wife, 
Florence, at 4341 Gibson ave- 
nue, St. Louis, presumably to 
go to his parents’ home, 735 
North Sixty-fourth street, East 
St. Louis. 

Police believe he might have 
been stopped somewhere in St. 
Louis, ‘been shot by robbers 
who fled, then driven to the 
police station. In his pockets 
were $57, indicating he had not 
been robbed. Friends told po- 
lice Lipe was aggressive and 
might have resisted a holdup 
attempt. 

Earlier Wednesday evening, 
police learned, Lipe had visited 
- the home of a friend, Joseph 
Zika, 635 North Fifty-ninth 
street, East St. Louis. He left 
there at 8:30 a.m. and went to 
a nearby tavern, where he 
telephoned his wife and said he 
was on his way to call on her. 
They were married last Sept. 
30 and separated five days 
later. 

Mrs. Lipe told police he ar- 
rived at 9:15 p.m., stayed un- 
til 11:30, then went. to a 
nearby tavern. There, the offi- 
cers learned, he drank a 
double shot of vodka and 
bought six cans of iced beer, 
then returned to his wife's 
home. He drank two cans of 
beer and she put the other: 
four cans in a refrigerator, she 
sajd. 
He left at 1:15 a.m., carrying 
the four cans of beer in a 
paper bag. The beer, still cold, 
was in Lipe’s automobile when 
it was found in front of the 
police station. 

Lipe, 41 years old, had been 
staying with his parents. He 
worked at the American Zinc 
Co. plant at Monsanto.

German Language 
Baffled Twain, Too 


A FRIEND at the Public Library sent over the perfect 
book for the returned European traveler to read. It is Mark 
Twain's “A Tramp Abroad,” as delightful as any of his 
Gelightful writings, and especially apropos to our trip. 
2 st Although the days of 

44 ia going to Europe with five 

i trunks and several 
months to take a leisure- 
ly grand tour are gone, 
many things remain the 
same. Mark Twain was 
impressed by some of 
the very things that im- 
pressed us in Germany 
— the sight of women 
scrubbing and cleaning 
hotel lobbies and side- 
walks, the habit of shop- 
keepers of directing you 
carefully and painstak- 
ingly to their competitors 
if they did not have what 
you wanted, the charm 
of dining out of doors, 
the timeless scenic won- 
ders.

But what strikes an even more kindred chord 
were Mark Twain's experiences with what he 
termed “The Awful German Language.” Recently 
a few people have written or phoned to tell me 
in a gentle sort of way that my German is not 
flawless. Of this I am well aware, On my first 
trip to Germany, one of my fellow tourists had a 
glib response to those who adced if we spoke Ger- 
man. He would say (in German which I shall not 
try to reproduce), “Oh yes, we speak German but 
no one understands us.” 


After one encounter, Mark Twain wrote, “I suppose 
I must have spoken High German—Court German—I in- 
tended it for that anyway—so he did not understand me.” 
He was exasperated to see how a friend who spoke no 
German had much better luck simply by speaking in 
English, turning the sentence “wrong end first and up- 
side down.” 


“Surely there is not another language that is so slip- 
shod and systemless, and so slippery and elusive to the 
grasp,” he wrote. “There are 10 parts of speech and they 
are all troublesome.” 


The change of word endings beffled him, and 
baffles us whenever we try to check a word in the 
dictionary. As Twain said, “Once a German geéts 
his hand on an adjective he declines it and keeps 
on declining it until the common sense is all de- 
clined out of it.” The phrase “Mein guter Freund” 
means “my good friend,” but it changes to “Meines 
guten Freundes” for “of my good friend,” and 
“Meinen guten Freund” for “to my good friend.” 
Concluded Twain, “One might better go without 
friends in Germany than take all this trouble 
about them.” 


Word gender is another puzzler. For instance, “Where 
is the turnip? She has gone to thé kitchen. Whereis the 
beautiful maiden? It has gone to the opera.” Of such 
compound words as “freundschaftsbezeigungen,” he com- 
mented, “These things are not words—they are alphabetical 
processions.” 


To learn German takes time and patience as a student 
friend reminded him when he said, “‘I have worked at it 
hard for three months and all I have to show for it is 
one solitary German phrase — zwei glas (two glasses of 
beer).’ He paused a moment reflectively, then added with 
feeling, ‘But I've got that solid.’”

Author at Work 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10 (AP). 
ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE WAYS for a news- 
paper man to lose grace among other newspaper men is to 
write a book. 


The reason is simple. The rest of us talk all the time 
about writing a book. But being men of great talent, vivid 
imagination and easy rationalization, we never do. “ 


Thus, Dick Newcomb of the Associated Press has dis- 
mayed his old friends. He not only talked about writing 
a book; he actually wrote one. To make matters worse, he 
wrote a good book. And it was published. And it is now a 
best-seller. How unfriendly can you get? 


His book is “Abandon Ship,” a tense, taut chronicle of 
the sinking of the cruiser Indianapolis late in World War II. 


What makes Dick's defection even more pain- 
ful is that all along he had the excuses the rest of 
us had for not writing a book. Such as: “Too tired 
at the end of a working day.” And: “My family 
demands too much of my time.” And, best of all: 
“I got no place to write.” 


Dick had no place to write but he declared and laid 
claim to the starboard side of the basement of his home 
in Haworth, N.J. His wife, Alice, was told that henceforth 
she would be confined to the port side, the side with the 
oil burner, the washing machine and surplus family junk. 


“It worked out fine,” Dick says, “except in the winter 
when she violated our territorial agreement. She hung 
wet clothes to dry over my desk.” 


His desk was a‘sheet of plywood stretched over two 
sawhorses. His filing cabinets were grocery cartons and 
the cinder-block basement wall where he soon spread out 
with huge charts of the Pacific and blueprints of the 
Indianapolis. 

The book took two and a half years for research and 
writing. ; 

“Apparently,” he says, “I was fated to finish it. Every 
spring I thought I'd have a grand excuse not to finish it. 
Every other spring the basement used to leak. But in the 
time I worked on the book it stayed dry until two weeks 
after I finished the fihal draft.” 


How does a man who spends eight hours a day 
working, two hours a day commuting, and sup- 
posedly the rest of his time appeasing a wife, two 
high school daughters and a house in need of 
repair—how does such a man write a book? 


“It’s easy,” Dick insists. “You work nights. First you 


. have dinner. Then you do your daughter's geometry. Then 


you get your wife well situated with the evening paper, 
TV listings and a tall drink. Then you disappear into the 
basement until, hours later, a voice yells down from the 
master bedroom, ‘Hey, Zola it's midnight!’ ” 

Now that the book is written and selling, Dick has other 
problems to cope with. Most people have inflated ideas of 
best-sellers.

AN AIR of high 
prevailed in this bustling Mis: 
sissippi riverport today and the 
feeling of excitement rose a)l- 
most by the hour. One topic 
and one topic alone was on the 
tongue of everybody as final 
preparations were made for the 
seventh and last encounter in 
the series 6f public debates be- 
tween United States Senator 
Stephen Arnold Douglas, Dem- 
ocrat of Chicago, and his Re- 
publican challenger, ,former 
Congressman Abraham Lincoln 
of Springfield. 

The oratorical, contestants 
are setting a furious pace as 
the canvass for votes draws to- 
wards its climax just five days 
hence here in Alton. Only 


{ three days ago they mét in a 


memorable forensic battle at 
Knox College in Galesburg be- 
fore a throng of 20,000. 

After joining for the sixth 
debate at Quincy on the 13th, 
the campaigners will come on 
to Alton with only @ day's in- 
terval. The rivals for the all- 
imrortant Senate seat have 
both booked passage from 
Quincy on the 259-foot Missis- 
sippi river steamer, “City of 
Louisiana.” which is due to ar- 
rive at the wharf at 5 a.m. Not- 
withstanding the earliness of 
the hour, large crowds of par- 
tisans on both sides will be on 
hand to greet their man. 

“The Little Giant” and his 
party will go to the Alton 
House where a senatorial suite 
has been arranged so the (in- 
evumbent Senator may recéive 
his many friends and their: 
guests ‘suitably. “Abe.” as the 
Lincoln following calls their 
six-foot-plus candidate, will be 
taken to the Franklin House. 

The importance which at- 
taches to this final debate is 
indicated bv the fact that for 
the first time in the series 
the wives of both contestants 
will be with them. Mrs. Doug- 
las is traveling down the river 
with the Senator. Mrs. Lin- 
coln will join her husband here, 
arriving on an excursion train 
of the Chicago, Alton & St. 
T.ouls railroad from Spring- 
field, along with the entire 
contingent of Springfield Ca- 
dets one of whose members 
is Mr. Lincoln’s eldest son, Rob- 
ert. Merritt's brass band will 
also.be on the train. 

Indicatigns are. that as many 
as 5000 people will assemble 
in the open area between the 
City Hall and the Congrega- 
tional Church to hear the de- 
baters bring their discussion 
of the issue of slavery, particu- 
larly in the territories, to a 
close. An undetermined num- 
ber are coming from Kentucky. 

Although St. Louisans will 
not be voting in the contest 
for seats in the Illinois Legis- 
lature—actually Senator Doug- 
las and Mr. Lincoln are cam- 
paigning in behalf of legisla- 
tive nominees and the success- 
ful ones will elect the Senator 
early next vear — many St. 
Lovisans will be on hand. 

The fine passenger steamer, 
the “White Cloud,” will leave 
the foot of Olive street, St. 
Louis, from the Union Railroad 
Line wharf-boat, at half past 
9 o'clock on the morning of the 
15th. It will arrive in ample 
time for the speaking at 1:30 
p.m. and return from Alton to 
St. Louis that evening. Round- 
trip fare will be $1. 

For those who want to get 
to Alton earlier in the day and 
to be in on more of the pre- 
liminaries, including the pa 
rades and receptions, the “Bal- 
timore” will leave the St. Louis 
levee at 7 in the morning. 

Many svecial trains from 
points in Illinois have been ar- 
ranged. Every precaution will 
be taken to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the great disappoint- 

ment to many who started by 
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train, but the load of passen- 
gers was so heavy that by the 
time it got to the debate site, 
the closing speech had been 
concluded. 

There is another way in 
which the Alton committee is 
hoping for a change from the 
Galesburg situation and that 
is in the weather. Galesburg 
was drenched with rain the day 
before and during the night 
the continuing storm was ac- 
companied by a fiercely blow- 
ing, cutting wind which ripped 
and tore down banners and 
blew signs pell mell all over the 
town. The rain let up before 
the speaking and the large 
Main building of Knox College 
sheltered Senator Douglas and 
Mr. Lincoln, but the crowd was 
exposed to a cold wind. 

From Quincy comes the re 
port that there is rain in that 
region, too, and that the coun- 
try roads of western Illinois are 
lanes of mud and mire full of 
chuckholes. Prior to Galesburg 
the weather generally favored 
the debates and their open air 
audiences. The first was at Ot- 
tawa, Aug. 21; and others at 
Freeport, Aug. 27; Jonesboro, 
Sept. 15, Charleston, Sept. Pw 

When the series is concluded 
debates will have been held in 
every congressional district. 
Voters in each part of Illinois, 
from the Ohio river north to 
_the Wisconsin line, are being 
given an opportunity to hear 
this notable analysis of the 
slavery issue, heightened as it 
is by. the Supreme Court deci- 
sion last year in the Dred Scott 
case, 

Senator Douglas supports the 
ruling of Chief Justice Taney 
that the St. Louis slave was not 
a citizén and therefore could 
not sue in a Federal court for 
his freedom. Mr. Lincoln does 
not accept the decision. He 
thinks it was wrongly decided 
and predicts that it will be 
overturned eventually. He does 
not denounce the Justices who 
made it, however, and calls for 
respect for law and its orderly 
change. 

Almost as much interest cen- 
ters in the press arrangements. 
For the first time political 
speeches are being taken down 
by shorthand and the texts 
printed as soon as they can be 
set in type by the fastest hand 
type setters. The leading news- 
papers have notable. corre- 
spondents traveling -with the 
debaters, among them the well- 
known Horace White, At 
Quincy, Carl Sehurz, a recent 
emigrant from Germany, known 
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be ambitious in politics and 

irnalism, was seen busily en- 
gaged in taking notes. 

uch as they dislike to ad- 
mit it, river boat captains and 
others in the trade on the riv- 
ers are agreeing that the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, and 
the many scores of other ap- 
pearances of each candidate 
singly, have been made possible 
by the rapid extension of new 
railroads. A decade ago it 
would not have been possible 
to cover sO much ground in so 
short a tjme. The railroad 
building since 1850 is the ex- 
planation. 

When the cam n is over 
Mr. Lincoln will have made 62 
speeches in almost as many 
places. It is calculated that he 
will have traveled 4350 miles 


greater, 5227 miles in 100 days 
for an average of more than 50 

les a day. He expects to 
maek 130 speeches altogether. 

Senator Douglas has done the 
greater part of his traveling by 
train also. At the outset of the 
campaign he rented a special 
train of coaches with a flatcar 
and a mounted 12-pound can- 
non at the rear. As the train 
approaches a station, a few 
rounds of salute ate usually 
fired. On each side of the bag- 
gage car is the slogan:

Mr. Lincoln, just under 50, is 
a native of Kentucky.

His quizzical eyes, 
along with a raw-boned but 
pleasant face make him a 
friendly man to look on. He 
carries a double reputation— 
both as a lawyer on the circuit 
in Central Hilinois and as a 
story teller. 

The schedule for the Alton 
debate is for Senator Douglas 
to open with a speech of an 
hour. Then Mr. Lincoln will 
speak for an hour in which he 
will make any answer to the 
Senator which suits him. After 
Mr. Lincoln’s reply, Senator 
Douglas will make a brief re- 
joinder. This follows the pat- 
tern, in which the opening 
speaker has been rotated 
throughout the series. Senator 
Douglas undoubtedly will con- 
tinue to regard slavery as @ 
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local affair to be settled by 
each area and Mr. Lincoln will 
treat it as a national evil. 

A notice in the Alton Daily 
Whig, signed by W. C. Quigley 
and H. G. MePike for the com- 
mittee on arrangements, sets 
conditions governing the recep- 
tion of the debaters. These in- 
clude an agreement that only 
the national colors will be per- 
mitted on the platform at the 
City Hall. Also that “the recep- 
tion shall be a quiet one and 
no public display.” 


This last direction does not 
mean that there can be no 
cheering or other enthusiasm. 
It is meant merely to forestall 
raucus and disturbing carryings 
on by those who might other- 
wise indulge too much in the 
Demon Rum. Several such per- 
formances have interfered with 
previous debates. 

One possible outcome of the 
campaign is that Senator Doug- 
las will be re-elected, but that 
Mr. Lincoln ‘may so impress 
himself on the voters as’ to be 
a contender for the presidency 
two years from now.

guage somewhere, but it is pos- 
sible to boil them down. A man 
guarding the President must 
be part cop, part psychiatrist, 
part diplomat and part Beau 
Brummel. 

Americans, quite properly, 
don’t want their President 
hemmed in by a squad of sol- 
diers or by a herd of plug-ugly 
bodyguards. They want him to 
have protection but they want 


ciples of the Republic. 

The Secret Service has met 
these democratic requirements 
as nearly as possible. 

Secret Service agents as- 
signed to the White House de- 
tail are young men, usually 
fairly handsome and well con- 
structed. They wear good 
clothes and speak good English, 
but they speak only when spo- 
ken to. Most of them are col- 
lege graduates with a back- 
ground of investigative work. 

They carry their guns incon- 
spicuously, usually in shoulder 
holsters beneath their jackets. 
Their boss at this writing is 
James J. Rowley, a Bronx Irish- 
man with a broad, handsome 
face and an affable disposition. 

It is Rowley’s premise that 
the President should receive 
complete protection without 
the protectors either intruding 
on his privacy or depriving the 
citizenry of the right to see 
their elected chief. 


“The President is the Pres- 
ident of everybody,” he is 
fond of saying. “We have no 
right to hide him from the 
public or push anybody 
around who wants to see him 
so long as we're sure he’s 
being protected.” 


It would be most unfortunate 
for an assassin to test this cas- 
ualness, however. Every Se- 
cret Service agent is an expert 
in judo and a sharpshooter with 
his revolver. He is an expert, 
also, at firing machine guns, 
rifles and other weapons. He 
passes frequent physical exam- 
inations. If he fails them, he is 
transferred to other duties less 
exacting. 

He is taught lifesaving— 
Presidential families sometimes 
go swimming—fire-fighting and 
first aid, and understands the 
principles of the Geiger count- 
er. Periodically he attends 
lectures on mental illnesses at 
St. Elizabeth’s hospital in 
Washington and he observes 
patients and their traits. Some 
agents now are learhing how to 
land a helicopter, in case some- 
thing happens to the pilot when 
the President is in one. 


Wherever the President goes, 
there goes the White House de- 
tail. The agents are with him 
on the golf course; one SS man 
carries a golf bag containing a 
submachine gun and a two-way 
radio. They are with him when 
he goes fishing or when he at- 
tends one of those exhibitions 
at Griffith Stadium advertised 
as a baseball game. * 


When he attends a formal 
dinner, the agents don white 
tie and tails and go along, and 
they are at his side when he 
addresses a joint session of 
Congress. No reporter is ad- 
mitted to a Presidential press 
conference unless he first has 
been screened by the SS and 
submitted to fingerprinting. 

The ret Service's job 
starts in the morning when the 
President is planning to attend 
a theater in the evening. With 
firemen and policemen, they 
inspect the theater for fire and 
construction hazards and go 
over every inch of the presi-

dential box or the orchestra 
section where he will be seated. 

They also go into the back- 
ground of every actor appear- 
ing in the play and every stage- 
hand and theater employe who 
will be on hand during the per- 
formance. 

A hotel is given a similar 
casing when the President is 
scheduled to make a public 
speech there. Three more 
agents are stationed in and 
around the Mayflower hotei 
ballroom when the President 
makes a speech in that Wash- 
ington caravansary; that is be- 
cause, unlike, say, the Statler, 
the Mayflower has a balcony. 

Problems multiply when the 
President travels, but the Se- 
cret Service meets them by 
hewing to several key rules: 
Keep the area around the 
President clear of strangers. 
Allow no one to loiter behind 
pillars or trees. Permit no 


' stranger to approach the Presi- 


dent. Keep the President’s car 
moving at a good clip when he 
is driving through a crowd. 


Always, of course, a Secret 
Service car trails closely be- 
hind the Presidential automo- 
bile, and when the President’s 
car slows down the agents hop 
out and walk alongside it. The 
President’s car always is driven 
by an SS man, usually a rangy, 
tough - muscled man named 
Dick Flohr; Jim Rowley sits 
alongside him in the front seat. 


The President has four cars 
—a Lincoln, two Cadillac sedans 
and one Chrysler sedan. The 
Lincoln is the famous “bubble 
top”—that is, the rear roof is 
of clear plastic so the President 
will: be visible to crowds even 
when it is too cold to open the 
top. One of the Cadillacs and 
the Chrysler have sliding tops 
in the rear so the President 
can stand and wave to the 
crowds. ' 

One President, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, rode for many 
months in a rather notorious 
automobile. It was shortly after 
Pearl Harbor, and Mike Reilly, 
then head of the White House 
detail, was searching for a car 
which would give the President 
the added protection Mike felt 
he needed in wartime.

Similarly, Eisenhower's pet 
mode of transportation, the big 
Lockheed Constellation, Colum- 
bine III, is under 24-hour guard 
wherever it goes, although 
here the responsibility rests 
with the Air Force. 

Sometimes there is a kind 
of wry comedy resulting from 
Secret Service’s thoroughness 
in protecting the Chief Execu- 
tive. For instance, whenever 
the President is planning to 
stay overnight, or longer, in a 
hotel, the agents always check 
the occupants of rooms on the 
same floor as the Presidential 
suite. 


On a recent occasion they 
pursued this routine check of 
a certain Mr. X from, say, De- 
troit, who was registered in 
a room with “Mrs. X.” 


Detroit was asked to inquire 
as to whether the X’s indeed 
were out of town. Back came 
the answer: “Mr. X away on 
business, Mrs. X now in De- 
troit.” 

Frequently, foreign agen- 
cies, especially British, are 
inclined to scoff at the con- 
scientiousness shown by the 

SS in guarding the Presi- 
dent. Britons, with their fet- 
ish for personal privacy, feel 
the SS sometimes overdoes it.

It may also re- 
quire drilling holes through the 
concrete foundation walls and 
even through basement walls so 
that the soil in these areas can 
be treated, The point is that to 
make the poisons effective, you 
must be thorough. If one small 
area of soil is left untreated it 
may mean that the entire pro}- 
ect is unsuccessful. This is the 
reason why it is best, if you 
can afford it, to have a rep-

World Peace 
NEW YORK, Oct. 10. 


I’ CAME AWAY from the Soviet Union with an even 
deepér feeling that the Pavlov conditioned-reflex theories 
have a great influence in the formation of the character of 
Soviet citizens. 

IT revisited the experimental nursery in Leningrad 
which is run in connection with the pediatric institute and 
this time I looked with interest at the treatment of chil- 
dren*from the time they come in. The general procedure is 
along this line: The youngsters are placed in a pen togeth- 
er at the age of 2 months. Attendants watch them all the 
time-and talk to them. I would have thought they ‘were 
képt too alert, but I soon discovered that their hours for 
sleep were long and that it was a calculated effort to 
awaken certain functions. 

There is no question in my mind that the natural love 
of children, which seems so prevalent in all Russians, is 
what gives these little ones a sense of security. They are 
cuddled, they feel that there is warmth around them. 

Summing up this whole question of education, I think 
it is fair to say that the Soviets will tell you that they are 
experimenting, that everything they do is open to discus- 
sion. In fact, one does hear some criticism on the part of 
teachers and educators. 


I am often asked about the way in which spir- 
itual needs are met in the Soviet Union and the 
~only answer I can give is that the effort is obvi- 
ously made in a Communist nation to substitute 
‘the state for the religious beliefs. 

There are undoubtedly large numbers of people in Rus- 
sia ‘who still hold to their religious beliefs. I imagine the 
Government takes for granted that as the older people die 
off there will be less and less active participation among 
the younger people in the various religions. It remains to 
bé séen, of course, just what may happen and what the ef- 
fect will be if this source of security for great masses of 
human beings is taken from them. 

Now we come to a point that everyone of us must think 
about. We believe in contacts among human beings because 
of the greater understanding created by these contacts and 
the hope that we will further the cause of peace in the 
world. As simple citizens of our countries without any 
power really to make the decisions or even effect the deci- 
sions on the part of governments in our countries, we de- 
vote ourselves to trying to get to know one another and to 
create good feeling. We try to form public opinion and to 
havé some influence through the organizations to which we 
belong and through the expression of public opinion. But 
actually we must depend on the actions of our leaders in 
government for any real results that may come to keep 
peace in the world. 

Now distrust is to be changed into confidence, how peo- 
ples are to be brought to work together instead of sur- 
reptitiously trying to destroy one another is something that

Frick, who at 42 is fresh-faced 
and rosy cheeked as a country, 
boy, tells about it in his slight 
German accent: “Hans used to 
show off at one end of the rink 
and I would show off at the 
other, We began looking each 
other over and got to be 
friends. That started the team 
of Frick and Frack. I studied 
architecture and engineering 
at the University at Zurich—

cided to turn pro.” 

So, in 1937, they went to

“Those were the days,” said 
Mr. Frick. “Life was exciting. 
We ran into, in an outdoor 
show in December, cold, rain, 
icestorms, sandstorms.and an 
earthquake. Also we weren't 
too sure of getting our pay- 
check. At Los Angeles a lot 
of stars, including Betty Grable 
and Jackie Coogan, skated in 
the show with us for kicks, so 
we felt glamorous. The show 
finally folded. But the Ship- 
stads had seen me and offered 
me a job in March, 1938. That 
was at a smorgasbord party in 
St. Paul. I Was very suspicious. 
I thought, another harum-sca- 
rum promoter. It couldn't last. 
All it has lasted'is, until now. 

“Nowadays with this show, 
everything is efficient. Sched- 
ules are made on the dot. There 
are no worries. It’s like clock- 
work. But there’s no adventure. 
You know where you're next 
meal is coming from.” Mr. 
Frick sighed. The sigh of a 
man who had done more than 
6000 Ice Follies performances 
without adventure.
